''Women's  Wear  Daily:"  the  is- 
sues are  complex 

A story  relating  to  Pine  Manor  appeared 
in  the  February  23  issue  of  "W,"  a publication 
of  Women's  Wear  Daily,  which  has  been  read 
by  great  numbers  of  people  interested  in  our 
College.  Many  alumnae  and  other  friends 
have  said  to  me  that  they  feel  the  article  did 
not  do  justice  to  the  institution.  Some  asked 
why  such  a periodical  was  permitted  to  send 
a representative  to  the  campus  and  to  write 
an  article  concerning  us. 

My  primary  reaction  is  one  of  gratitude  to 
students  and  alumnae  who  rose  in  immediate 
defense  of  their  alma  mater.  It  is  a moving 
experience  when  friends  gird  for  battle  in  a 
common  cause.  For  all  of  us  here  at  your  college, 
let  me  say  "thank  you."  Your  concern 
strengthens  us. 

The  issues  in  this  are  complex.  First  of  all, 
of  course,  is  the  freedom  of  the  press.  Were  a 
college  to  bar  reporters  from  talking  with  its 
people,  the  press  would  assume  there  was 
reason  behind  the  action  . . . that  the  College 
"had  something  to  hide."  Our  usual  stance 
is  to  offer  all  accredited  reporters  full  access  to 
both  place  and  people.  We  know  full  well  that 
they  may  then  write  material  with  which  we 
cannot  agree,  and  that  short  of  actual  libel,  their 
expression  of  views  is  legally  defensible. 
(Although  the  Academic  Dean  was  badly  mis- 
quoted in  this  particular  article,  for  example, 
there  is  nothing  so  offensive  as  to  warrant  an 
accusation  of  libel.)  Secondly,  we  do  not  have 
the  privilege  of  editing  what  visitors  choose  to 
write,  of  course.  Often,  as  in  this  instance,  we 
cannot  agree  with  all  that  is  said. 

Thirdly,  a college  is  a public  institution,  and 
thus  is  open  to  public  opinion  and  public  view. 
The  very  fact  that  media  people  consider  this 
particular  college  worthy  of  close  attention  indi- 
cates Pine  Manor's  importance  on  the  national 
scene.  We  should  not  serve  the  College 
well  if  we  attempted  to  shield  it  from  outsiders 
who  find  it  interesting. 

I firmly  believe  that  in  the  long  term  a 
college  prospers  when  it  is  always  hospitable 
to  the  media.  This  we  shall  continue  to  try  to  be.

An  obligation  to  young  women 

This  letter  may  seem  harsh,  but  it  is  true  for 
many,  many  women,  and  it  might  bridge  the 
credibility  gap  which  has  brought  about  groups 
such  as  Stop  the  ERA,  and  worse.  The  Happiness 
of  Womanhood  ("We  know  HOW!")  with  their 
silk  pillows,  etc.,  which  make  fools  of  us  all. 

Each  time  PMJC's  Alumnae  Association  asks 
for  donations  to  keep  the  "fires  of  original 
intent  burning,"  1 have  mixed  emotions. 
Memories  of  the  glory  of  my  first  college  years 
warm  me.  Then,  I wonder  if  it  would  not  be  best 
to  let  some  of  those  fires  die  their  natural 
deaths. 

My  own  PMJC  days  marked  the  death  of  some 
of  those  original  intents,  as  we  shifted  gear  from 
finishing  school  to  academic  excellence.  How- 
ever, my  peers  and  I still  suffered  the  over- 
bearing dictates  of  society  "putting  woman  in 
her  place,"  as  we  observed  curfew  hours  and 
slank  through  the  "viUe"  in  raincoats, 
covering  slacks  or  shorts,  for  fear  of  social 
reproach,  not  to  mention  actual  punishment! 
Those  tight  little  corsets  of  our  lives  barely 
gave  us  time  to  consider  the  awesome  begin- 
nings of  true  adulthood.  Indeed,  who  can  be,  or 
practice  at  being,  an  adult,  when  treated  as  a 
child? 

Many  PMJC  students  never  had  true  self- 
sufficiency,  qualifying  themselves  first  by  the 
achievements  of  their  fathers,  then,  still 
clinging  to  that  dying  philosophy, 
shifting  the  justification  of  their  existence 
to  their  husbands'  deeds,  and,  in  so  doing, 
retaining  their  father-child  relationship, 
utterly  nullifying  any  attempts  of  their  former 
teachers  to  mold  them  into  adult  individuals  in 
their  own  right.  Nothing  is  more  disappointing 
than  an  alumnae  magazine  describing  husbands 
one  never  knew  instead  of  ex-schoolmates  and 
their  accomplishments,  whether  in  the  home 
or  outside. 

Times  change.  Women  no  longer  study  to  be 
the  perfect  appendage  of  a corporate  employee. 
Corporations  themselves  are  realizing  that 
they  will  have  to  hire  a person  on  her/his  merit 
alone  and  not  on  the  talents  of  spouses  as  well, 
unless  they  want  to  pay  a double  salary!  Now, 
as  many  alumnae  see  their  children  reaching 
ages  of  independence,  they  try  for  places  in  the 
job  market.  But,  the  wonderful  volunteer  work 
they  have  done  through  the  years,  no  matter 
the  extent  of  administrative  accomplishment, 
does  not  count  for  much  on  job  applications, 
regardless  of  federal  guidelines,  etc. 
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Many  women  graduating  from  college  in  the 
mid-fifties  and  earlier  have  maintained  pro- 
fessional identities  along  with  child  raising. 

These  women  have  faced  enormous  odds  in  the 
job  market,  being  refused  jobs  because 
women  did  not  do  this  or  that,  being  refused  pro- 
motions and  chances  to  attend  company  semi- 
nars because  it  never  occurs  to  administrators  that 
women  would  want  such  things,  and  ultimately, 
being  refused  pensions  because  they  have 
husbands  receiving  pensions. 

Generally  speaking,  a woman's  passivity  is 
often  the  culprit  slowing  her  fight  for  her 
career  opportunities.  Current  investigations  of 
the  psychology  of  women's  passivity  show 
deep  rooted  fears  equating  all  the  attributes 
that  would  make  a successful  professional, 
as  aggressiveness,  with  a lack  of  femininity. 

As  women's  groups  continue  to  publish 
their  investigations  of  children's  textbooks  and 
early  childhood  education  methods,  we  learn 
how  thoroughly  we  have  been  programmed  from 
age  zero  to  be  passive,  uninventive,  and  generally 
inactive  ("Never  beat  your  husband  at  . . . .") 

This  is  not  always  so.  Girls'  schools  and 
women's  colleges  have  given  many  of  us  not 
only  the  courage  for  competition  with  our  peers, 
but  have  urged  us  to  go  out  and  be  whatever 
in  this  world  we  wanted  to  be. 

As  a women's  college.  Pine  Manor  has  an 
obligation  to  the  young  woman  of  today,  an 
obligation  which  should  have  existed  before, 
and  that  is  to  reinforce  a young  woman's  edu- 
cation with  courage  of  conviction,  raising  her 
consciousness  as  an  adult  individual  and  not  as 
an  eventual  helpmate  to  someone  else's  individ- 
uality; through  courses  on  her  social  and 
political  rights  and  obligations  as  a citizen  of  the 
United  States  and  the  world;  through  her  con- 
sciousness of,  or  role  identification  with,  women 
who  were  and  are  leaders  in  the  settling,  politics, 
and  industrialization  of  this  country  (Catherine 
Green,  who  invented  the  cotton  gin,  had  to 
rely  on  Eli  Whitney  to  get  a copyright,  since 
women  were  not  allowed  such  strenuous  legal 
and  financial  responsibilities!);  and,  through 
the  use  of  the  good  offices  of  the  college  as  a job 
placement  and  promotion  catalyst,  to  urge 
the  equal  acceptance  of  PMJC  products,  which 
have  come  from  no  little  amount  of  financing 
and  educating. 

Where  else  in  the  business  world  is  such  a 
large  investment  made  with  so  little  expected 
in  return!  Every  field  of  endeavor  in  this  world  is 
a potential  consumer  for  the  Pine  Manor  product, 
and  yet  the  college  itself  does  precious  little  to 
promote  its  final  product. 

As  a women's  college,  PMJC  should  know  and 
have  on  hand  the  last  word  on  every  aspect  of 
the  women's  movement  and  the  reasons  women 
want  their  equal  opportunities  in  the  home, 
on  the  job,  and  in  their  social  lives. 

Finally,  1 wonder  if  it  is  really  good  to  have 
a male  figurehead  for  the  college  when  it  is  just 
at  a time  in  the  lives  of  young  women  when  they 
should  be  separating  themselves  from  the  father/ 
authority  figure  and  beginning  to  stand  on 
their  own  two  feet  as  adults.  Young  women 
should  have  women  at  the  head  of  their  colleges 


as  inspirations  to  what  they  could  be.  Is  this  not 
the  precise  moment  in  a young  woman's  life 
to  set  career  goals,  to  identify  with  career 
women,  and  find  her  own  womanhood,  instead 
of  waiting  a few  more  years  till  her  father  can 
turn  her  over  to  the  proper  mate  who,  in  turn, 
will  be  her  new  father?

A special  and  happy  experi- 
ence 

For  me,  Pine  Manor  was  a very  special  and 
happy  experience.  When  1 entered  Pine  Manor 
in  the  fall  of  1970,  1 came  with  many  hopes, 
expectations  and  preconceptions.  1 think  the 
most  important  part  of  my  luggage,  however, 
was  the  knowledge  that  Pine  Manor  was  the 
college  for  me.  1 was  confident  in  the  fact  that 
at  Pine  Manor  1 would  be  afforded  the  best 
possible  education  offered  at  any  junior  college. 
Pine  Manor  was  where  1 could  learn  and 
mature  in  the  most  comfortable  and  happy 
atmosphere. 

The  reason  for  the  comfortable  feeling  that 
is  so  much  a part  of  Pine  Manor  is  its  homo- 
geneous student  body.  There  are  some  people 
who  may  feel  that  this  is  a drawback.  1 feel  that 
the  homogeneous  atmosphere  makes  it  a bit 
easier  to  adjust  to  one's  freshman  year  and 
college  life  in  general.  Past  and  present  ex- 
periences, thoughts,  and  fears  may  be  shared 
more  quickly.  This  sharing  is  the  result  of  the 
breaking  down  of  barriers  that  can  exist 
between  students.  Barriers  may  be  broken 
through  at  a more  rapid  pace  because  of  the 
inherent  knowledge  that  "you  speak  the  same 
language,"  relatively  speaking. 

On  no  other  women's  college  campus  that 
1 have  seen  has  there  been  the  evident 
esprit  de  corps  and  sense  of  general  well-being 
that  is  generated  at  Pine  Manor.  This  conglom- 
erate feeling  may  well  be  due  to  the  fact  that  the 
people  who  comprise  Pine  Manor  are  sincerely 
interested  in  helping  one  another. 

Both  faculty  and  administration  continually 
try  to  make  Pine  Manor  both  a learning  experi- 
ence and  a social  experience.  Knowledge  is  there 
for  the  student  to  fake  and  to  pursue.  How- 
ever, the  student  is  not  bogged  down  with  an 
inordinate  number  of  chapters  to  be  read  or 
hours  spent  ploughing  through  reserved 
reading.  The  faculty  and  administration  at  Pine 
Manor  seem  to  understand  innately  that 
college  is  not  just  books  and  hours  spent 
researching  and  reading.  Such  a single-eyed 
view  of  an  education  leads  the  student  to 
develop  in  only  one  way.  Knowledge  and 
grades  become  the  only  goals  to  strive  for. 

It  becomes  much  easier  to  hide  behind  a book 
than  to  face  the  social  world. 

College,  as  theorized  at  Pine  Manor,  is  the 
ability  to  live  with  others  in  an  enjoyable  and 
constructive  manner,  while  being  exposed  to  a 


first-class  education.  The  ability  to  make  use 
of  the  facilities  of  both  Boston  and  Cambridge 
alleviate  the  urgent  need  to  "get  out!"  This 
feeling  is  common  among  women  at  many 
women's  colleges  all  over  Massachusetts  where 
life  is  comprised  mainly  of  books  and  papers. 

My  two  years  at  Pine  Manor  prepared  me 
both  for  study  and  the  adjustment  of  going  from 
one  environment  to  another.  Pine  Manor 
enabled  me  to  face  any  situation  and  to  handle 
it  with  as  much  grace  and  intelligence  as  I 
possess. 

Before  1 end  this  letter,  1 would  like  to  extend 
my  best  wishes  and  congratulations  to  the  class 
of  '73.  1 hope  you  will  leave  Pine  Manor 
with  as  many  fond  memories  and  enough 
strength  to  continue  to  learn  and  to  enjoy 
life  as  1 did!

For  too  long  Pine  Manor  has  labored  under 
the  nomenclature  of  Pine  Glamour.  Although 
Pine  Manor  no  longer  offers  home  economics 
or  breakfast  in  bed,  many  outsiders  persist  in 
viewing  Pine  Manor  in  these  terms. 

A school  is  often  known  through  its  Admis- 
sions and  Publications  pieces  (don't  underesti- 
mate the  Bulletin).  Unfortunately,  many  of 
the  brochures  sent  out  reinforce  the  idea  of  Pine 
Glamour.  Why  is  there  so  much  emphasis  on 
the  arts  in  these  publications?  Granted  that 
they  are  the  most  photogenic,  but  this  kind 
of  picture  often  tends  to  give  a false  impression 
of  Pine  Manor. 

Pine  Manor  should  portray  to  the  public  a 
view  of  a school  with  a well-balanced 
curriculum,  as  strong  in  the  sciences  and 
history  as  in  the  arts. 

1 strongly  hope  that  this  outward  emphasis 
is  merely  a creation  of  those  who  are  in  charge 
of  the  publications,  and  not  an  indication  of  the 
orientation  of  the  school. 

Women  today  are  waking  up  to  their 
potential  and  recognizing  that  they  should 
no  longer  be  restricted  in  their  fields.  1 would 
hope  that  Pine  Manor  is  offering  its  students 
a chance  to  break  out  of  traditionally  female 
areas. 

If  this  is  in  fact  what  Pine  Manor  is  doing, 
then  why  not  show  it?  Why  continue  to  foster 
the  idea  that  all  Pine  Manor  women  do  is  frolic 
in  their  leotards  in  an  idyllic  setting?  Let 
Radcliffe  do  that  — we  can't  afford  to  (yet).

Dr.  Carter  is  chosen  as 
Academic  Dean 

Announcement  was  recently  made 
that  Dr.  Burnham  Carter,  Jr.  will 
officially  become  Academic  Dean  of 
the  College  on  July  1.  Dr.  Carter  has 
been  serving  as  Acting  Academic 
Dean  since  last  September,  as  well  as 
Chairman  of  the  Department  of 
English. 

Dr.  Carter  received  his  A.B.  in 
English  from  Princeton,  his  M.A. 
in  English  from  Colgate,  and  his 
Ph.D.  in  English  from  Stanford. 

He  has  taught  at  Colgate,  Stanford, 
and  Purdue,  and  he  served  as  Dean 
of  the  College  at  Briarcliff  College 
until  coming  to  Pine  Manor  in  1971 . 


Dr.  Carter  notes  that  his  experiences 
at  all-male  Princeton  and  Colgate 
and  at  co-educational  Stanford  and 
Purdue  greatly  influenced  his  choice 
to  work  within  a women's  college. 

"At  Stanford  and  Purdue  I noticed 
that  women  were  embarrassed  to 
excel  in  academic  work,"  he  says. 

"1  became  interested  in  their  attitudes 
then,  and  I enjoy  helping  young 
women  to  develop  different  images 
of  what  they  can  do  as  people . There 
is  more  that  we  in  education  can  and 
should  do  to  turn  out  better  women ." 

So  who  needs  another 
continuing  education  pro- 
gram? 

The  fourth  semester  of  the  Open 
College,  Pine  Manor's  continuing 
education  program  designed  es- 
pecially (but  not  exclusively). for 
women,  began  this  January  with  a 
new  grant  from  the  National  En- 
dowment for  the  Humanities,  with 
the  largest  enrollment  ever  and  a new 
Assistant  Director  as  well.  Most  of 
all,  the  Open  College  started  with 
a special  enthusiasm  as  it  welcomed 
28  adult  students  to  the  Pine  Manor 
classroom. 

As  the  28  enrolled,  patterns  and 
certain  characteristics  started  to 
emerge  as  to  who  the  Open  College 
students  were,  why  they  were  coming 
to  the  Open  College  rather  than  to 
some  other  continuing  education 
program,  and  what  they  wanted  to 
learn . Now  that  the  semester  is  half 
over,  their  effect  on  the  classroom  is 
becoming  clear,  too. 


Most  Open  College  students  are 
women,  many  of  them  mothers  with 
children  who  have  just  started 
elementary  school  or  gone  away  to 
college.  Many  of  these  women  have 
been  waiting  several  years  to  have 
the  time  to  return  to  education,  al- 
though in  at  least  two  cases,  young 
mothers  have  decided  not  to  wait; 
they  are  going  back  to  school  despite 
the  fact  that  they  are  pregnant  with 
babies  due  shortly  after  their  last 
exams.  Someof  the  Open  College 
women  are  Pine  Manor  graduates 
(Natalie  Albers  '47),  who  have  re- 
turned to  their  alma  mater  to  find 
that  they  are  very  welcome  as  serious 
students  in  the  Pine  Manor  class- 
room even  though  its  been  some 
time  since  they  were  last  here. 

About  half  of  the  women  who  are 
enrolled  have  tried  other  continuing 
education  programs.  Harvard's 
Extension  School,  Boston  Univer- 
sity's Metropolitan  College  for 
example . In  general,  evening  classes, 
parking  problems,  and  the  size  of  the 
classes  made  these  opportunities 
impractical  for  the  suburban  women . 
For  the  other  half  of  the  women.  Open 
College  is  the  first  school  experience 
in  many  years . Almost  all  see  Open 
College's  daytime  schedule  of  full- 
credit  seminars  and  courses  as 
unique  in  the  Boston  area.  As  one 
student  said,  "I  couldn't  go  to  school 
if  it  weren't  for  your  daytime  courses 
when  my  kids  are  in  school  — and 
I wouldn't  really  feel  I was  in  college 
if  it  weren't  for  the  fact  that  you  mix 
the  older  students  in  with  the  younger. 
That  way  I feel  I am  competing  and 
surviving  in  a real  college  environ- 
ment. It  gives  me  some  new  confi- 
dence in  class." 
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According  to  Carla  Ricci,  Open 
College's  new  Assistant  Director, 
self-confidence  is  one  of  the  most 
exciting  things  Open  College  students 
gain  as  they  learn  that  they  have 
valuable  and  important  insights  to 
offer  the  younger  student.  Many 
times  a topic  of  discussion,  revolu- 
tion for  example,  means  different 
things  to  different  ages;  with  Open 
College  students  in  the  class,  the 
"other"  viewpoint  gets  aired . "I  had 
to  laugh,"  said  one  Open  College 
woman,  "when  I saw  the  shock  in  the 
young  students'  faces  when  they  saw 
that  I,  as  an  older  woman,  actually 
had  an  opinion  on  revolution. 

When  we  realized  that  up  to  that 
point  they  had  seen  me  as  only  a 
'mother'  rather  than  as  a thinking 
person  we  all  had  a good  laugh  — and 
a little  more  respect  for  each  other 
after  that." 

Discussions  on  the  differences 
between  the  generations  has  been  a 
trademark  of  the  Open  College  and 
has  led  to  a series  of  evening  meet- 
ings where  more  time  can  be  spent 
on  the  topic.  In  these  meetings  it 
becomes  clear  that  there  are  special 
joys,  fears,  pressures  involved  in  the 
adult  woman's  return  to  school,  but  it 
is  also  clear  that  she  can  contribute 
special  insights  to  the  classroom  as 
well.  Judging  from  the  heated 
discussions,  the  laughter  and  the 
hard  work  done  in  the  Open  College 
classroom,  it  is  clear  that  a good  and 
thoroughly  educational  time  is  being 
had  by  all. 

And  now,  seminars  for  the 
faculty 

A new  series  of  faculty  seminars 
was  recently  initiated  on  campus  by 
Betty  J . Atkinson,  history  instructor 
and  initiator  of  the  successful  series 
of  Forum  programs  reported  on  in  the 
last  issue  of  [he  Bulletin . The  faculty 


seminars  were  started  to  afford 
members  of  the  faculty  the  oppor- 
tunity to  share  their  talents  or  special 
experience  with  others  on  campus 
periodically  throughout  the  year. 

The  first  seminar  was  led  by  David 
Hicks,  Chairman  of  the  Performing 
Arts  Department,  who  played  and 
analyzed  the  Sonata  in  F Minor, 

Op.  5 by  Brahms,  which  he  had 
performed  in  a recent  recital  at  the 
College. 

There  are  two  more  faculty  seminars 
scheduled  for  this  year:  VirginiaM. 
Pierce,  Chairman  of  the  Philosophy 
and  Religion  Department,  will  discuss 
the  problems  of  the  Middle  East,  and 
Jerrold  A.  Nussbaum,  Behavioral 
Sciences  instructor,  will  present  for 
analysis  and  discussion  a film  which 
he  has  recently  completed.

Arts  of  New  York  University,  is  a 
former  staff  member  of  the  Museum 
of  Modern  Art  in  New  York.  She  was 
recently  married  to  Ira  Gitler,  a former 
associate  editor  of  Down  Beat  and  a 
writer.  Her  figures  are  created  from  a 
combination  of  rags,  paper,  and  glue, 
but  she  often  utilizes  actual  equip- 
ment from  the  sports  she  is  depicting, 
such  as  skates,  sneakers,  bats,  or 
hockey  sticks.  Again  in  the  words  of 
Peter  Selz,  “Whether  it  is  sweat 
glistening  on  the  back  of  a heavy- 
weight boxer  and  blood  filling  the 
mouth  of  an  embattled  hockey 
player,  or  the  lighter  aspects  such  as 
the  coke-bottle  lenses  of  a referee's 
glasses  or  the  attitudes  of  bench- 
riding basketball  players'  towel- 
draped  legs,  Ms.  Schwalbach's 
creations  communicate  on  many  levels 


and  reflect  the  varied  aspects  of  life 
as  represented  in  sports." 

Mary  Jo  Schwalbach's  exhibit  will 
open  on  April  23  and  will  continue 
through  both  Fathers'  Weekend 
(April  27  to  29)  and  Alumnae 
Weekend  (May  18  to  19). 

The  Year  of  the  Buffalo 
arrives 

Imperial  Spring  Roll,  Sesame 
Seed  Rice  Square,  and  Sweet  Dried 
Banana  were  the  order  of  the  day  on 
February  24  when  the  Vietnamese 
Student  Group  in  New  England  held 
their  celebration  of  Tet  Quy  Suu 
(New  Year)  at  Pine  Manor. 

Organized  by  Suy  Sinh  Truong 
'73  from  Mytho,  South  Vietnam,  the 


evening  featured  a program  of 
Vietnamese  music,  a slide  show,  and 
a film  on  Vietnamese  culture  and 
traditions.  Between  the  songs, 
speakers  explained  various  aspects 
of  their  culture,  including  the  naming 
of  each  new  year  for  an  animal  (the 
upcoming  year  is  The  Year  of  the 
Buffalo,  for  instance).  One  speaker 
noted  that,  according  to  Vietnamese 
tradition,  a person  takes  on  certain 
characteristics  of  the  animal  pre- 
vailing during  the  year  of  his  or  her 
birth . This  can  cause  problems  in 
choosing  a partner  for  marriage,  he 
explained  : someone  born  in  The  Year 
of  the  Snake,  for  example,  would 
not  be  compatible  with  a mate  born 
in  the  Year  of  the  Pig,  according 
to  traditional  practice. 

During  the  intermission,  the 
students  conducted  a food  bazaar  and 
boutique  of  Vietnamese  handicrafts 
for  the  benefit  of  the  war  orphans  from 
Quang  Tri  and  An  Loc.  For  25c 
each,  guests  could  sample  a number  of 
delicacies,  either  prepared  by  the 
students  or  flown  in  from  Viet  Nam, 
or  they  could  purchase  anything 
from  jewelry  to  slippers  imported 
directly  from  Viet  Nam.

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A filmmaker,  a producer,  an  actress,  a 
production  assistant,  and  a filmstrip 
creator  . . . 


Hare  Krsna  and  the  making  of 
a documentary 

Almost  anyone  who  lives  near  a 
sizable  city  has  seen  them.  Orange 
flowing  garb,  men  whose  shaved  heads 
leave  only  a long  'pony  tail'  remain- 
ing, constant  chanting  of  variations  on 
'hare  krsna'.  But  how  much  do 
people  know  about  the  reasons  for 
their  unusual  behavior  and  appear- 
ance, about  their  values  and  beliefs? 

It  was  this  sort  of  question  which 
spurred  Julie  Clements  Edmonds 
'63,  her  husband,  and  a friend  to  start 
work  on  a documentary  film  entitled 
"Hare  Krsna"  (the  Indian  spelling  of 
Krishna).  Actually  this  particular 
subject  wasn't  one  they  had  always 
hoped  to  do.  "For  the  first  film  we 
weren't  really  planning  to  produce 
our  dream  film  on  the  subject  we  cared 
most  about.  As  the  Hare  Krsna 
temple  is  just  down  the  street  from  us 
in  Brooklyn,  and  as  they  are  colorful 
and  have  lots  of  music  and  chanting, 
and  most  people  don't  know  much 
about  them,  we  thought  it  would  be 
a good  first  film ."  Their  goal  was  to  sell 
"Hare  Krsna"  to  the  Public  Broad- 
casting System,  not  to  commercial 
stations.  "1  know  exactly  the  kind  of 
film  we  would  have  had  to  make  for 
commercial  TV,"  she  says.  "First,  we 
would  have  had  to  have  a narrator  and 
exploit  them  somewhat,  making  them 
look  crazy . We  wanted  to  be  honest 
about  them,  partly  because  that  was 


the  best  approach  and  also  because 
they  would  never  have  let  us  make 
any  other  kind  of  film." 

Ms.  Edmonds  has  not  always  been 
involved  with  film;  in  fact,  her  back- 
ground is  quite  diverse.  After  Pine 
Manor  she  attended  Washington 
University  in  St.  Louis  to  study  art. 
After  one  year  there,  though,  she 
found  her  interest  in  an  art  career 
waning  and  headed  off  to  New  York 
City,  where  she  graduated  from  New 
York  University  in  Psychology  in 
1966.  She  then  switched  back  into 
the  art  field,  taking  a job  at  Paramount 
Cartoon  Studios  as  a background  artist 
trainee.  From  there  she  went  to  a job 
with  the  Institute  for  Outdoor  Adver- 
tising, but  found  "I  really  didn't  like 
billboards,  and  began  to  wonder 
what  I was  doing  there."  She  then 
decided  to  teach,  but  ended  up  be- 
coming a caseworker  in  Brooklyn. 

The  filmmaking  impetus  came 
from  her  husband,  Barney,  who 
works  as  a cameraman  at  Saxton 
Graphics  in  Manhattan.  He  and  a 
friend  decided  to  start  an  independent 
filmmaking  company,  KEl  Produc- 
tions, and  eventually  to  devote  all  their 
time  to  free-lance  filmmaking.  The 
two  men  persuaded  Ms.  Edmonds  to 
join  them  in  their  efforts,  she  became  a 
co-partner  in  the  venture,  and  prep- 
arations began. 

All  three  started  reading  back- 
ground information  on  the  movement. 
"It  has  a lot  in  common  with  any 
religion  in  that  what  they're  after  is  to 


become  non-materialistic  and 
spiritual.  For  them,  God  is  perfect;  the 
closer  you  get  to  God  the  happier 
you'll  be ."  Now,  armed  with  some 
basic  information,  their  practical 
planning  began . Hundreds  of  index 
cards  were  prepared,  cataloging 
various  scenes  and  approaches.  "We 
felt  we  had  to  limit  ourselves,  have 
the  film  outlined  before  we  began," 
she  says.  "Otherwise  it  would  have 
been  an  endless  project."  As  it  was, 
it  took  them  one  year  and  required 
shooting  locations  from  Los  Angeles 
to  Florida  to  West  Virginia  to  com- 
plete a 55-minute  film,  shooting  about 
ten  feet  of  film  for  every  one  foot  in  the 
final  print. 

All  three  of  them  wrote  the  film, 
deciding  which  aspects  of  the  move- 
ment should  be  covered,  and  got  the 
contracts  signed.  They  were  quite 
shocked  to  find  that  the  Hare  Krsna 
people  would  sign  nothing  until  they 
were  assured  of  receiving  payment  for 
their  participation  in  the  form  of  per- 
centages, both  before  and  after  costs 
are  regained . "They  had  a very  smart 
lawyer,"  Ms.  Edmonds  remembers. 
"He's  the  father  of  one  of  the  devotees 
and  a former  lawyer  for  Paramount 
Pictures,  so  he  really  knew  what  was 
happening." 

Once  they  had  covered  all  legal 
obstacles,  they  were  free  to  begin 
filming,  but  in  one  sense,  their 
troubles  were  just  beginning . Eirst  of 
all,  every  person  who  is  recognizable 
before  the  camera  must  sign  a release

— quite  a headache  if  you're  filming 
large  group  scenes.  Also,  Ms. 
Edmonds'  role  as  'sound -person'  was 
a new  one  for  her,  and  there  were  a 
number  of  harrying  situations  to  be 
faced.  In  one  crowded  temple  scene 
in  Florida,  for  instance,  she  was 
forced  to  use  the  same  sound  sources 
as  one  of  the  devotees,  who  was  also 
recording . When  they  got  all  the  film 
back,  they  noticed  shot  after  shot  of 
the  flute  player,  but  heard  not  one 
note  of  flute  music  on  the  sound  track; 
the  devotee  who  had  placed  the  micro- 
phones had  forgotten  to  place  one  near 
the  flute . The  problem  was  remedied 
later  during  the  "sound  mix"  when 
a flutist  was  "imported"  to  improvise 
along  with  the  sound  track. 

Outdoors,  the  problems  were  some- 
times even  trickier.  Ms.  Edmonds  used 
a "shotgun"  microphone,  which 
eliminates  much  of  the  crowd  noise. 
But  this  kind  of  scene,  like  the  one 
filmed  at  34th  and  Broadway  outside 
Macy's,  is  still  a problem . "They're 
hard  to  do  because  I'm  'in  sync' 
with  the  camera  through  a cable . I 
must  follow  the  camera  with  the 
microphone,  yet  stay  out  of  range  of 
the  picture."  With  all  this  to  think 
about,  Ms.  Edmonds'  quiet  person- 


ality sometimes  changes.  "You  find 
yourself  being  aggressive  and  doing 
things  you  wouldn't  normally  do 
because  you  have  that  mike  in  your 
hands.  I get  so  involved  with  what's 
coming  through  the  headphones." 

Now  that  KEI  Productions  has  one 
successful  film  in  hand,  they  are 
actively  engaged  in  promoting  it.  It 
has  already  appeared  on  Channel  13 
in  New  York  (PBS)  and  will  be  shown 
at  several  museums  in  Manhattan. 
Ms.  Edmonds  is  also  in  the  process  of 
contacting  other  United  States 
markets,  and  plans  are  already  firm 
to  air  the  film  on  Danish  television, 
with  possible  future  commitments 
in  Sweden  and  through  the  British 
Broadcasting  Corporation. 

Future  filrh  subject  matter  hasn't 
been  decided  upon,  but  one  member 
of  the  group  would  like  to  document 
a few  days  in  the  life  of  a cross- 
country truck  driver;  another  would 
like  them  to  try  a larger  scale  film, 
perhaps  dramatizing  a book.  Ms. 
Edmonds,  though,  is  too  busy  publi- 
cizing the  current  film,  as  well  as  caring 
for  her  small  son  and  doing  free 
lancing  in  the  New  York  area,  to  do 
much  speculating  about  the  future. 

Her  present  is  full  enough. 


Rubber  footballs,  videotape, 
and  lots  of  pressure 

Janet  P.  ("Muffy")  Renz  '71  is  the 

only  woman  production  assistant  in 
the  Sports  Department  at  CBS  in  New 
York.  How  did  she  get  there?  Well, 
for  a start,  she  failed  the  initial  typing 
test  for  employment  at  CBS  a total 
of  three  times.  "You  had  to  type40 
words  per  minute  to  pass  the  test,  and 
my  first  trial  was  a grand  total  of  17. 

The  lady  was  very  encouraging:  the 
second  test  was  23,  the  third  32,  and  I 
finally  reached  41  words  a minute  on 
the  fourth  try."  Ms.  Renz  hadn't  in- 
tended to  be  a typist;  at  Pine  Manor 
she  received  a silver  bowl  (the  Marie 
Warren  Potter  Award)  for  her  out- 
standing academic  record.  She  was 
also  heavily  involved  in  drama,  and 
considered  going  to  drama  school, 
perhaps  at  Yale.  But  she  decided 
the  demands  of  life  as  an  actress  were 
too  total,  and  she  didn't  see  herself 
ready  to  make  such  a commitment.  A 
good  compromise  seemed  to  be 
taking  a job  in  New  York  and  attending 
drama  school  at  night.  She  worked 
first  on  the  municipal  trading  floor 
of  an  investment  brokerage  house, 
but  didn't  find  much  satisfaction,  so 
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"Muffy"  Renz  outside  her  Manhattan 
apartment. 


she  decided  to  try  something  differ- 
ent, and  ended  up  at  CBS,  trying  to 
pass  the  typing  test. 

Her  first  job  at  CBS  was  as  a re- 
ceptionist in  the  Sports  Department . 
This  wasn't  the  kind  of  position  she 
had  hoped  for,  but  it  was  in  her  field 
of  interest,  so  she  settled  for  it  in 
hopes  of  moving  up  in  the  organiza- 
tion . "Typing  is  a good  door  opener," 
she  says,  "but  it's  important  to  make 
sure  there's  room  for  promotion  so 
' you  don't  get  stuck  at  that  level As  it 
* turned  out,  she  didn't  stay  at  that 

position  for  long,  filling  a position 
as  secretary  to  the  manager  of  sports 
facilities  a few  months  after  starting 
work.  In  this  new  position,  she  found 
herself  taking  on  many  of  the  respon- 
sibilities for  production,  because  "I'm 
just  not  the  type  who  can  leave  on  a 
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Friday  till  all  the  work  is  done  and 
everything  is  ready  for  that  Sunday 
broadcast." 

After  a few  more  months  on  the  job, 
one  of  the  production  assistants  was 
promoted  to  associate  director, 
creating  a new  opening.  Although 
CBS  had  never  filled  the  spot  with  a 
woman  before,  Ms.  Renz's  accom- 
plishments made  her  a logical  candi- 
date. Also,  she  says,  "they  thought 
it  might  be  good  to  try  a woman,  some- 
one who  wouldn't  be  so  gung-ho  to 
be  out  traveling  on  'remote'  all  the 
time."  It  was  football  season,  and 
Ms . Renz  was  anything  but  a sports 
nut;  she  had  never  really  watched 
a game  before.  Now  she  watches  all 
games  at  least  twice  and  says,  "It's 
gotten  to  the  point  where  I've  come  to 
know  so  much  about  the  game,  and  the 
players  on  the  different  teams,  that  I 
really  enjoy  it." 

Her  duties  as  production  assistant 
vary  according  to  the  season.  She  is 
now  working  on  CBS  Sports  Illus- 
trated, and  is  responsible  for  timing 
it,  making  sure  that  all  segments  fit 
together,  and  "all  the  other  'dirty  work' 
necessary  to  put  the  shows  on  the 
air."  She  has  to  coordinate  commer- 
cials, be  sure  slides  are  in  order,  check 
to  see  that  all  filmed  commercials 
have  been  transferred  to  video  tape, 
and  order  up  graphics  so  the  producer 
and  director  don't  have  to  worry  about 
the  mechanics  of  the  show. 

There  were  times  when  the  weekly 
pressure,  combined  with  some  in- 
experience, caused  problems  for  her. 
When  she  had  been  in  her  new 
position  for  only  three  weeks,  during 
the  live  Sunday  pre-game  show,  she 
received  a call  from  the  producer.  He 
needed  three  extra  minutes,  and  told 
her  to  shorten  one  upcoming  film 
segment  by  that  amount.  She  rushed 
downstairs,  edited  the  tape,  rushed 
back  upstairs  just  in  time  to  air  the 
segment  . . . and  found  that  she  had 
cut  the  three  minutes  from  the 
wrong  area  of  the  tape. 

Despite  the  intense  weekly  pressure, 
though,  the  atmosphere  at  CBS  Sports 
is  relaxed.  "When  I left  school  and 
thought  about  working  full-time,  I 
was  afraid  that  it  wouldn't  be  any  fun. 


that  the  working  world  was  stoic  and 
untouchable,  with  no  feeling.  But  the 
whole  department  is  so  much  fun; 
really  a loose  operation,  in  the  best 
sense  of  the  word." 

One  of  the  associate  directors  she 
works  with,  for  instance,  has  been 
known  to  practice  push-ups  on  the 
office  floor,  and  some  afternoons  the 
tiny  rubber  football  she  gave  one  of 
the  men  for  Christmas  gets  a real 
workout. 

She  hasn't  found  much  sexual 
discrimination  connected  with  her 
job,  and  thinks  she  would  like  to 
become  a director  someday.  "Most 
people  here  accept  the  fact  that  I care 
about  what  I'm  doing  because  I put 
myself  into  it  so  totally.  I really 
worked  hard  at  Pine  Manor  to  get  that 
silver  bowl,  and  it's  the  same  here; 
it  really  means  something  when  I 
know  Tm  doing  a good  job.  It's 
not  because  Tm  a woman,  it's  be- 
cause Tm  me." 

Ms.  Renz'  hard  work  will  very 
likely  pay  off.  She  is  a member  of  the 
Directors'  Guild  of  America,  a union 
which  sets  strict  rules  for  seniority 
and  promotions.  She  is  already  third 
in  line  for  the  job  of  associate  pro- 
ducer, and  says,  "the  union  would 
scream  if  the  seniority  line  were 
broken  in  choosing  people  for  promo- 
tions." She  isn't  a strong  proponent 
of  Women's  Liberation,  though;  "I 
believe,  and  I think  most  people  do, 
that  women  should  get  ecjual  jobs  and 
pay,  but  I don't  like  what  the  'libbers' 
are  doing.  I like  to  be  treated  like  a 
woman ." 

Although  she  would  like  to  con- 
tinue on  and  be  a director,  she  feels 
that  this  kind  of  job  would  be  diffi- 
cult to  combine  with  marriage  and  a 
family.  "I  feel  if  a woman  has  a 
family,  she  owes  something  to  them. 
Actually,  many  men  in  the  department 
aren't  contributing  to  their  families 
as  they  should  — it's  the  nature  of  this 
job."  If,  sometime  in  the  future, 
family  considerations  do  make  this 
sort  of  job  impossible  for  her,  she 
hopes  to  have  accrued  enough 
experience  to  allow  her  to  take  a 
similar  job  without  so  many  hours 
of  overtime  and  such  irregular  hours . 
For  now,  though,  she  couldn't  be 
happier.

Travels  in  search  of  a story 

Until  fairly  recently,  Mary  Duns- 
more  Cozad  '40  was  a teacher  of  7th 
grade  social  studies,  with  no  experience 
in  either  photography  or  writing. 
Now,  a few  years  later,  she  has  trav- 
eled to  remote  areas  of  the  globe 
and  produced  five  film  strips  for  use 
in  the  junior  high  classroom. 

It  all  started  when  she  decided  to 
travel,  but  with  a purpose:  "1  think 
it's  obligatory  for  anyone  who 
travels  to  have  some  definite  interest 
in  mind,  in  terms  of  what  they  them- 
selves hope  to  get  out  of  the  trip . 1 
travel  to  really  meet  people  within  a 
given  country,  so  if  it  hadn't  been 
filmstrips,  it  would  probably  have 
been  something  else  to  accomplish 
that  goal."  So,  Ms.  Cozad  contacted 
a number  of  filmstrip  houses  and 
found  one  in  New  York  City  which 
was  interested  in  her  plans.  When 
she  confided  to  the  president  of  the 
firm  that  she  knew  absolutely  nothing 
about  photography,  he  replied, 

"Don't  worry  — just  set  your  camera 
at  l/125th  of  a second  and  £/8  and  go 
to  it ."  With  this  encouraging  advice 


she  borrowed  a Nikon  and  set  out  to 
Upper  Volta,  where  her  son  was  in  the 
Peace  Corps,  her  aim  to  make  a series 
of  filmstrips  about  modes  of  travel. 

The  financial  arrangements  were  all 
up  to  her,  filmstrip  makers  paying 
only  upon  receipt  of  the  finished 
product . One  thing  she  learned  was 
not  to  skimp  on  film : "The  cost  of 
film  is  minimal  compared  with  the 
cost  of  transportation,"  she  says . 

"For  heavens  sake,  be  sure  you  have 
enough  film  — waste  it  if  you  have 
to."  This  bit  of  information  was 
learned  the  hard  way  — getting  film 
while  abroad  isn't  always  easy,  and 
she  once  spent  hours  in  Lebanese 
Customs  and  involved  at  least  sixty 
or  seventy  people  before  she  was 
able  to  pick  up  the  40  rolls  of  film 
which  had  been  sent  to  her  from  the 
United  States. 

It  would  be  difficult  to  make  a 
living  strictly  from  producing  film- 
strips, she  says,  "But  it's  something 
1 like  to  do,  and  it  pays  for  itself  in 
terms  of  equipment  and  film ."  One 
essential  element,  to  her  mind,  is  that 
the  filmstrip  maker  have  total  control 
over  both  production  and  editing. 

"1  think  this  is  extremely  important, 
for  when  you  go  to  a country  and  take 
photographs  of  the  people  there  and 
become  as  intimately  involved  as  1 
was,  you  soak  up  things  — through 


your  pores,  almost  — that  will  come 
out  in  writing.  It  seems  to  me  the  only 
honest  way  to  make  filmstrips." 

As  a filmstrip  contains  only  about 
50  photographs,  each  one  must  be 
well  chosen  and  include  a number  of 
elements.  "I  find  when  I'm  taking  a 
photograph  that  I automatically  try 
to  bring  in  a number  of  factors,"  she 
says . "Each  one  must  tell  a number  of 
different  stories . A picture  of  a city 
street,  for  example,  should  show  not 
only  the  architecture  of  the  area,  but 
six  or  seven  modes  of  transportation, 
the  subject  of  the  strip ."  She  finds  it 
easiest  to  compose  the  beginnings  of 
the  accompanying  text  in  her  head  as 
she  shoots  the  photos,  making  the 
final  writing  the  easiest  part  of  the 
process . Now  that  she  has  mastered 
the  photographic  end,  the  most  diffi- 
cult part  of  the  process  is  editing  the 
slides.  Variables  such  as  the  quality 
of  the  film,  areas  of  lightness  and 
darkness,  composition,  and  other 
artistic  elements  are  still  difficult  for 
her  to  judge,  but  the  most  important 
element  of  any  slide  is  still  "What 
does  it  say?" 
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Mary  Cozad's  travels  in  search  of 
interesting  filmstrip  material  have 
more  than  once  led  her  into  unusual 
situations.  Like  finding  that  the 
women  of  Upper  Volta  were  most 
interested  in  her  brassiere  and  wanted 
to  purchase  it  from  her,  not  really 
knowing  what  it  was,  but  seeing  that 
it  made  one's  figure  much  more 
youthful.  Then  there  was  the  time  in 
Crete  when  she  slipped  and  fell  on 
some  wet  marble  and  was  taken  to  the 
hospital,  only  to  find  that  it's  cus- 
tomary for  the  families  of  the 
patients  — not  the  hospital  — to 
provide  the  food  during  your  stay 
there. 

Her  most  recent  trip,  this  past 
December  and  January,  was  to 
Mainland  China  with  a university 
group  from  California.  The  formal 
arrangements  for  the  trip  took  nine 
full  months  to  complete,  and  when 
she  arrived  in  China,  she  found  that 
conditions  for  photography  were  a 
good  deal  less  than  adequate  because 
of  the  cold,  overcast  weather.  Her 
goals  were  hampered  further  by 
the  fact  that  she  was  constantly  with  a 
group  of  15  people  who,  between 
them,  were  carrying  23  cameras. 
Jockeying  for  camera  position  proved 
to  be  quite  a trick,  especially  when 
the  nature  of  her  filmstrip  required 
that  only  Chinese  be  included  in  the 
pictures. 

Now  back  from  China,  Ms.  Cozad 
is  working  to  put  together  a few 
filmstrips  from  the  2,000-plus  slides 
she  brought  back  with  her.  She  has 
also  become  involved  with  importing 
small  craft  items  which  she  wholesales 
to  places  like  the  United  Nations 
Craft  Center  and  any  small  shops  that 
are  interested.  Among  her  imports 
are  Christmas  tree  ornaments, 
authentic  miniatures  of  Burmese  and 
Thai  toys,  and  pillow  cases  from 
Upper  Volta.  There,  although  she 
couldn't  speak  the  language,  she  was 
able  to  communicate  to  the  craftsman 
what  she  wanted,  including  sizing 
the  pillow  cases  in  inches  instead 
of  the  metric  system  — when  the 
craftsman  had  never  even  seen  a 
pillow  before! 


^ , Susan  Wilner  Butler  checks  a script  in  the 

CaiH6ra  lenses  and  steak  tests  studio  down  the  hall  from  her  office. 


"A  client  may  come  to  us  and  say 
'we'd  like  to  spend  15  million  dollars 
on  dog  food  advertising  this  year 
— think  of  new  ideas,  new  concepts 
for  us .'  So  1 have  to  think  of  whole 
new  ways  to  approach  dogfood." 
Susan  Wilner  Butler  '65  doesn't  just 
think  up  new  approaches  to  products, 
she  is  responsible  for  the  whole 
process  of  creating  advertisements, 
from  the  very  start  to  the  very  finish . 
In  her  job  as  producer/writer  for 
Ogilvy  & Mather  in  Manhattan,  she 
works  on  three  accounts  at  a time, 
starting  from  the  basic  approach  and 
doing  the  writing,  supervising  the 
production,  and  delivering  the 
finished  product  to  the  client.  "I  get 
involved  in  every  area,  all  the  way 
down  to  deciding  what  kind  of  lenses

to  use  on  the  camera  and  what  kind 
of  film  stock  should  be  chosen." 

For  her  current  campaign  (the 
dogfood  manufacturer),  she  decided 
to  try  a 'steak  test,'  letting  dogs  choose, 
on  camera,  between  fresh  ground 
sirloin  and  the  client's  dogfood. 

This  was  not  a light  decision  to  make: 
if  it  hadn't  worked,  her  firm  would 
have  lost  over  $40,000.  Luckily,  as 
it  happened,  eight  out  of  ten  dogs  ate 
the  dogfood : "There's  no  real  trick 
involved,  except  that  it's  plain  raw 
meat  compared  to  the  dog  food, 
which  is  chock  full  of  fake  preserva- 
tives and  scents  to  make  it  very 
appealing." 

Ten  years  ago,  Ms . Butler  had  no 
inkling  that  this  would  be  her  future 
direction . In  her  college  application 
she  indicated  that  her  direction  lay  in 
political  science,  but  one  strong  in- 
fluence at  Pine  Manor  changed  this 
direction  quite  markedly.  Elizabeth 
Case,  her  writing  teacher,  made  the 
difference:  "I've  always  loved  reading, 
but  she  really  turned  me  on  to  writing . 
She  was  terribly  strict  and  very  wry, 
and  she  gave  assignments  we  couldn't 
believe,  like  'read  Crime  and 
Punishment  tomorrow.'  And  I 
would  stay  up  all  night  reading  it  for 
her."  Ms.  Butler  got  an  A in  that 
course,  and  a new  career  goal  along 
with  it. 

After  graduating  from  the  Uni- 
versity of  Miami  with  honors  in 
American  Literature,  she  came  to  New 
York  looking  for  a job.  "Here  you  are 
with  an  A .B . and  half  a Master's,  and 
you  go  to  different  publishing 
houses  who  say  'how  many  words  do 
you  type  per  minute?'  You  say, 
'that's  ridiculous.  I'm  a writer.'  " But 
she  got  nowhere  with  Harper's  Bazaar, 
Glamour,  or  anyone  else  in  publishing, 
so  she  applied  for  a job  as  assistant 
advertising  manager  at  Avon  Products . 


She  heard  through  a friend  in 
personnel  there  that  they  wanted  an 
MBA  from  Harvard  with  two  years 
experience  in  promotion  or  adver- 
tising sales . But  she  also  knew  there 
were  no  woman  executives  at  Avon 
then,  and  decided  to  give  it  a try. 
"This  was  pretty  much  before  people 
were  talking  about  Women's  Libera- 
tion, but  I went  in,  got  as  aggressive 
as  1 could,  and  said  'here  you  are,  the 
largest  cosmetic  company  in  the 
world,  and  you  have  no  professional 
women !'  I suppose  I shamed  them 
into  hiring  me."  The  job  proved  to 
be  an  excellent  teacher,  and  she  soon 
graduated  to  work  with  an  adver- 
tising agency  as  an  account  executive. 
The  work  here  was  very  dry  and  non- 
creative,  and  90%  of  her  time  was 
spent  analyzing  sales  figures  and 
forecasts.  One  other  major  clients 
was  Proctor  & Gamble,  which  proved 
quite  disillusioning  to  her.  "I  was 
in  on  one  of  their  greatest  ecological 
disasters.  Pampers,  and  also  on  the 
whole  question  of  enzymes.  I became 
more  and  more  dissatisfied  with 
that,  and  was  especially  uncom- 
fortable with  my  role  of  liaison  be- 
tween the  client  and  the  'creatives,' 
who  were  quite  idealistic  about  the 
whole  thing." 

So  she  decided  to  make  a drastic 
change  and  try  the  creative  end  of 
advertising:  "I  took  a huge  cut  in 
salary,  held  my  breath,  and  came  to 
my  present  job.  The  whole  idea  of 
changing  in  midstream  and  trying 
something  you're  not  trained  for  is 
quite  frightening."  At  Ogilvy  & 
Mather  she  began  once  again  as  an 
assistant,  but  has  received  several 
rapid  promotions  to  her  present  job . 

She  doesn't  feel  her  career  chances 
have  been  lessened  by  being  a 
woman,  in  fact  she  says,  "1  would 
never  have  been  hired  at  that  Avon 
job  had  they  not  been  so  mortified 
at  not  having  a woman  on  their  pro- 
fessional staff."  But,  she  concedes,  "If 
I had  a more  menial  job  which  I 
didn't  deserve,  I might  feel  more 
compulsion  to  talk  about  women's 
rights  continually.  Maybe  it's  be- 


cause Tm  in  a field  where  women  are 
more  accepted;  after  all,  advertising 
speaks  to  the  consumer,  and  90%  of 
most  purchases  are  made  by  women ." 

There  are  some  problems,  though . 
She  faces  a great  deal  of  what  Kate 
Millett  called  "sexual  politics"  in  the 
office  every  day.  Quietness  and 
simplicity  have  worked  for  her,  and 
she  finds  that  aggressive  women  are 
sometimes  less  than  effective.  "One 
thing  I learned  from  Mrs . Case  was 
to  say  things  succinctly  and  not  be 
emotional.  The  advertising  business 
is  a very  passionate,  stormy  kind  of 
thing,  and  people  scream  and  yell  at 
meetings . 1 find  if  I can  speak  very 
quietly  and  just  say  two  short  sen- 
tences, everyone  else  looks  like  a fool 
for  making  such  an  enormous  flap ." 

Ms.  Butler,  while  enthusiastic 
about  her  present  position,  hasn't 
forgotten  to  look  ahead,  either.  Her 
eventual  goal  is  to  become  a free- 
lance film  producer,  making  socially- 
oriented  films . Until  then,  she  plans 
to  continue  in  her  present  tack,  per- 
haps taking  a year  or  more  off  from 
full  time  work  to  have  a child  and  do 
free-lance  assignments.  She  admits 
that  the  demands  of  family  and 
profession  are  conflicting  ones,  but 
her  husband,  a senior  vice-president 
of  another  advertising  agency,  is 
strongly  behind  her.  "There  is  so 
much  guilt  on  both  sides  of  the 
family/career  issue,  but  I suppose 
the  bestyou  can  do  is  compromise." 

If  her  future  compromises  are  as 
successful  as  her  present  decisions, 
she  shouldn't  have  any  problem. 
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A fully-loaded  desk  and  never-silent  telephone  are  only  part  of  Rosemarie  Hanes'  job. 


First  an  actress,  second  . . . 

The  walls  of  her  white,  basement 
office  are  cinderblock,  and  she  sits 
at  an  old  desk  with  heating  pipes 
passing  overhead.  Touches  of  bright 
fabric  on  the  chairseat  and  curtains 
add  a human  touch,  as  does  the  small 
cluster  of  plants  grouped  under  a 
fluorescent  light  in  the  corner. 
Rosemarie  Hanes  '65  sits  in  front 
of  a wall  covered  with  promotional 
pictures  of  aspiring  actors,  actresses, 
and  acting  families  and  interrupts 
our  interview  once  again  to  answer 
her  phone.  "Yes,  it's  all  set.  I've 
got  about  thirty  people  coming  in 
tomorrow  between  9:30  and  1 for 
auditions. 

Ms . Hanes  is  a production  assistant 
for  Focus,  a New  York  company  which 
produces  advertisements.  She  is 
also,  and  perhaps  foremost,  an 
aspiring  actress  trying  to  spend  as 
much  time  as  possible  on  stage  or  in 
front  of  the  cameras.  Inherjobas 


production  assistant  she  is  responsi- 
ble for  casting  and  set  decoration,  and 
is  constantly  on  the  phone  recruiting 
actors  for  auditions  or  breaking  the 
bad  news  to  the  anxious  ones  who 
haven't  been  chosen.  For  the  average 
30-second  commercial  with  only  one 
subject,  she 'will  arrange  auditions 
with  at  least  30  people.  Each  has 
about  a ten-minute  audition,  with 
Ms.  Hanes  participating  in  the 
decision,  which  is  finally  made  by  the 
director  or  client.  "Sometimes  you 
wonder  why  the  agent  had  the  nerve 
to  send  some  of  these  people  over 
here,"  she  remarks. 

Ms . Hanes  only  recently  compro- 
mised enough  to  take  a full-time 
position  and  did  so  then  only  because 
of  the  nature  of  the  job ; she  is  still 
able  to  keep  in  touch  with  her  agents 
and  keep  her  acting  options  open. 
As  far  back  as  she  can  remember,  she 
has  been  adamant  about  pursuing  a 
career  as  an  actress,  although  her 
parents  cautioned  her  to  the  contrary . 
For  a while,  she  even  decided  her 
parents  were  right,  and  came  to  Pine 
Manor  thinking  she  should  become 
a teacher.  But  she  got  through 
only  one  year  before,  as  she  puts  it, 
"the  need  came  out.  I couldn't  hide  it 
any  longer.  You  push  it  down  and 


suppress  it,  and  finally  it  just  comes 
out." 

She  decided  to  try  acting  again, 
and  played  a number  of  roles  during 
her  senioryearat  Pine  Manor,  in- 
cluding Mammie  Yokum  in  L'il 
Abner  and  the  Gentleman  Caller  in 
The  Glass  Menagerie  (those  were  the 
days  before  Boston  College  and 
Babson  came  on  the  Pine  Manor 
scene).  The  role  which  remains  most 
prominent  in  her  mind  (and  probably 
in  the  minds  of  those  who  saw  the 
production)  was  in  Christmas  in  the 
Marketplace.  She  had  become  the  class 
clown  by  senior  year,  she  recalls, 
but  she  was  cast  (or  miscast)  to  play 
the  angel  who  announces  to  Mary 
that  she  is  to  bear  Christ.  "They 
had  me  all  done  up  in  an  angel  suit,  and 
I came  on  stage  with  my  little  basket 
of  flowers.  My  first  line  was 'Hail, 
Mary,  full  of  grace,'  and  the  whole 
house  came  down."  She  tried  her  best 
to  play  the  role  seriously,  but  the 
audience  wouldn't  hear  of  it,  and 
when  her  lines  were  finished  and 
she  left  the  stage,  she  was  accorded  a 
standing  ovation.  "The  director 
was  off-stage  with  his  hands  on  the 
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curtains,  ready  to  close  down  the  passed  for  everything  from  Puerto

the  letters,  1 became  paralyzed 
with  fear  and  spent  the  first  three 
months  sitting  in  my  room,  not 
answering  the  phone.”  When  she 
finally  did  start  answering  the  phone, 
the  first  call  was  from  Hair,  which  at 
that  time  had  never  been  produced. 
The  call  was  an  invitation  for  her  to 
audition  for  the  original  cast.  She  was 
already  to  head  down  to  the  village 
for  an  audition  when  she  learned  that 
she  would  have  to  sing,  at  which 
point  she  flatly  refused.  The  agent 
on  the  telephone  tried  to  persuade 
her,  but  to  no  avail . Now  she  regrets 
that  decision,  to  say  the  least,  as  she 
tried  for  years  after  Hair  became  a 
success  to  wangle  an  audition,  with 
no  success. 

During  the  next  few  years,  before 
starting  at  her  present  full-time 
position,  Ms.  Hanes  supported  her- 
self partly  by  acting  and  partly 
through  a series  of  small,  part-time 
jobs.  She  delivered  soap  samples 
door-to-door,  handed  out  pamphlets, 
and  delivered  telephone  books 
("but  that  gave  me  a varicose  vein, 
so  I quit”). 

She  searched  the  casting  notices 
in  the  trade  magazines  regularly, 
took  classes  in  acting,  mostly  at  the 
well-known  Circle  in  the  Square, 
and  registered  with  agents . She  also 
joined  three  unions  — one  each  for 
legitimate  theatre,  film,  and  radio/ 
television . Her  preference  is  for  the 
legitimate  theatre,  and  she  has  done 
a good  deal  of  summer  stock  work, 
but  theatre  roles  are  few  and  far 
between  in  New  York.  Most  avail- 
able is  work  in  film,  especially  crowd 
scenes . The  pay  is  only  average  — 
about  what  a clerk  typist  would 
receive  for  a day's  work  — but  for 
someone  interested  in  acting,  it's  at 
least  keeping  in  touch. 

Commercials  are  plentiful,  also, 
but  their  producers  are  most  often 
looking  for  a specific  type  and  are 
always  in  a hurry.  Ms.  Hanes  has 


was  a "voice  over”  for  Beechnut  gum . 
On  the  screen  you  see  a 14-year-old 
boy  from  the  Bronx,  but  the  voice 
you  hear  is  that  of  Ms . Hanes . She 
has  also  done  commercials  for  Lone 
Star  Gas  and  Jack's  Beer,  in  which 
she  appeared  on-camera  as  a party  goer. 

She  has  also  done  a few  soap  operas, 
most  notably  Edge  of  Night,  where  she 
played  an  airline  ticket  agent.  She 
only  had  a few  lines  (under  five,  as 
it's  called  in  the  trade)  because  the 
sixth  line  you  speak  makes  you  a 
principal  and  raises  your  rate  accord- 
ingly: "Writers  must  take  all  this 
into  account  because  it  affects  the 
budget  terribly.” 

What  about  the  future?  She  admits 
that  she  probably  will  never  be  able 
to  support  herself  full-time  as  an 
actress,  but  will  probably  never 
give  up  the  desire  to  act,  either: 

"I'll  never  get  rid  of  that  drive  to  act, 
but  you  have  to  compromise  — it's 
taken  me  26  years  to  compromise,  but 
I'm  finally  giving  in .”  The  compromise 
will  probably  never  be  complete, 
though,  for  as  she  said  as  she  finished 
school  and  decided  to  opt  for  the 
tenuous  security  of  acting,  "You  say 
'I  don't  care  if  I might  flop  or  starve 
to  death.  Life  just  isn't  worth  it  if 
you  can't  at  least  try  to  do  what  you 
want  to  do.'  ” From  anyone  else  that 
might  sound  corny,  but  from  Rose- 
marie Hanes,  it  is  real.

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Lucy  Harrison  Kurt:  Learning  from  the  Liberians

It  must  sometimes  seem  hard  for  Lucy 
Harrison  Kurt  '66  to  believe  that  she  has  ever 
lived  anywhere  but  the  United  States.  But 
not  so  long  ago,  for  more  than  two  years,  she 
lived  in  Monrovia,  one  of  the  major  cities  in 
Liberia,  West  Africa,  and  taughf  English 
literature  and  African  history  at  a Catholic 
Mission  School  there. 

She  went  to  Africa  because  her  husband- 
to-be,  after  one  year  at  Harvard  Law  School, 
had  decided  to  become  a sea  captain  and  had 
graduated  from  the  Merchant  Marine  Academy 
and  sat  for  his  license  to  become,  at  age  26, 
the  youngest  captain  in  the  United  States. 

After  their  marriage,  he  decided  that  a less- 
mobile  life  might  be  desirable,  so  he  left  sea- 
going life  to  become  a resident  manager  for 
Farrell  Lines  in  Monrovia. 

At  first,  Ms.  Kurt  felt  quite  detached  from 
life  there;  she  found  mostly  older  people, 
a predominantly  British  and  French  com- 
munity "whose  principal  occupation,"  she 
remembers,  "seemed  to  be  putting  on  card 
parties."  It  seemed  to  Ms.  Kurt  that,  since  she 
was  living  in  the  midst  of  a developing  nation, 
she  ought  to  be  doing  something  constructive, 
so  she  started  working  in  the  library  at  the 
University  of  Liberia,  then  changed  to  her 
teaching  job. 

Her  class  was  composed  half  of  tribal 
people  and  half  of  what  are  called  Amerigo- 
Liberians.  "Liberia  was  settled  by  repatriate 
slaves  from  America,"  she  explains.  "It  was 
previously  rather  backward  and  was  inhabited 
completely  by  tribal  people  — never  white 
colonists.  The  repatriated  people  had  taken 
English  names  (Roberts,  etc.)  and  became 
the  ruling  class,  oppressing  the  other,  tribal, 
blacks.  To  see  one  black  person  oppressing 
another  is  a strange  experience,  coming  from 
America." 

The  friction  between  groups  sometimes 
made  itself  felt  in  the  classroom.  In  fact, 
she  was  once  threatened  with  deportment 
by  the  father  of  one  of  her  students,  who  accused 
her  of  favoring  the  tribal  students  over  the 
Amerigo-Liberians.  "I  wasn't  favoring  the 
tribal  people  at  all,"  she  says.  "I  just  wanted 
to  make  all  of  them  aware  of  what  was  going 
on  in  the  world.  Fwas  astonished  to  find 
that  few  of  them  even  knew  that  there  was  a 
war  in  Viet  Nam:  they  were  more  concerned 
with  the  immediate  matter  of  subsistence." 

At  one  point  during  her  stay  in  Liberia, 

Ms.  Kurt  had  the  opportunity  to  spend  a week 
with  a 40-year-old  female  missionary  who 
lived  over  300  miles  "up  country"  in  Wozi, 
a small  village  untouched  by  any  kind  of 


modernization.  The  people  there  still  followed 
their  old  tribal  traditions  and  spoke  their 
ancient  tonal  language,  but  were  learning 
to  read  and  write  with  the  help  of  the  mis- 
sionary. Ms.  Kurt  stayed  in  the  "guest 
house,"  and  described  it  in  her  diary;  "It  is  a 
little  fancier  than  the  other  African  houses  in 
the  village,  but  it  is  still  built  of  mud  brick 
and  plastered  over  with  dung  and  then 
whitewashed." 

She  learned  a great  deal  about  the  traditional 
living  patterns  of  the  inhabitants  of  Wozi, 
noting  in  her  diary  that  "my  first  visit  was  made 
to  the  'Big  House'  of  the  chief.  The  women 
and  children  of  the  chief  live  here  (a  man  does 
not  live  with  his  wife  nor  eat  here). 

Nearby  is  a smaller  house  just  for  the  man: 
here  he  eats  and  sleeps  with  one  of  his  wives 


at  a time  . . . .The  quarters  throughout  the 
village  are  made  up  of  all  the  big  and  little 
houses  of  each  man  and  his  household — 
family  neighborhoods." 

The  most  important  thing  for  any  tribal 
community  like  this,  she  learned,  is  harmony, 
which  is  maintained  by  keeping  the  status 
quo  and  not  creating  any  chance  of  dissention 
among  the  people.  "Their  lives  must  run 
like  a well-oiled  machine,  for  each  one  is 
dependent  on  the  other.  The  chief's  main 
job  is  to  settle  disputes  between  brothers, 
to  fine  adulterers,  and  to  receive  rewards 
and  gifts  so  he  will  continue  to  be  respected 
because  of  his  wealth  and  wise  words."

When  Barbara  Tollis  '71  heard  about  the 
opportunity  to  work  as  a volunteer  on  the 
inauguration  of  President  Nixon  last  January, 
she  assumed  it  would  be  the  same  mail  sorting 
and  errand  running  she  had  done  in  previous 
years'  volunteer  stints.  But  she  and  her  friend 
Patty  Hellmuth  '71  were  pleasantly  surprised 
to  find  that  they  were  quite  wrong, 

Ms.  Tollis  is  no  stranger  to  political  activity: 
during  her  senior  year  in  high  school,  she 
interned  "on  the  hiU"  for  Senator  Tower  and, 
during  the  summer  between  her  two  years  at 
Pine  Manor,  she  held  a similar  position  for 
Senator  Edward  Kennedy.  There  was  no  pay 
involved,  and  the  work  was  sometimes 
menial,  but  the  opportunity  to  learn  the  whole 
legislative  process  from  the  inside  more  than 
compensated. 

This  time,  though,  the  jobs  were  more 
exciting  and  more  responsible.  Ms.  Hellmuth 
worked  on  the  Inaugural  Parade,  and  was 
responsible  for  contacting  many  influential 
Washingtonians  to  buy  the  $50  parade  tickets. 
People  were  sometimes  quite  taken  aback 
to  pick  up  their  telephones  and  hear  "Hello, 
I'm  calling  for  the  President  of  the  United 
States,  He  would  like  to  know  if  you'd  like 
one  of  the  $50  parade  tickets."  There  was  a 
real  spirit  of  cooperation  and  a sense  of  work- 
ing directly  for  the  President,  but,  Ms.  Tollis 
cautioned,  "we  were  told  we  were  only 


members  of  the  Inaugural  Committee,  not 
spokesmen  for  the  President.  If  people  asked 
us  questions,  we  'didn't  know  anything.'  " 

Ms.  Tollis  was  first  stationed  at  the  Kennedy 
Center  ball  site,  and  was  responsible  for 
guiding  officials  who  were  checking  out  the 
Center  for  security  and  other  purposes.  She 
also  relayed  any  decisions  or  snags  back  to 
the  Inaugural  Committee.  Later  she  moved 
over  to  cover  the  two  ball  sites  at  the  Smith- 
sonian, which  involved  learning  the  intricacies 
of  two  new  layouts.  She  was  the  only  young 
woman  liaison  at  the  Smithsonian  and  found 
this  occasionally  caused  problems;  men  were 
sometimes  hesitant  to  accept  her  role,  asking 
"WTiose  secretary  are  you?"  Being  a young 
woman  on  the  staff  did  have  its  pleasures, 
though;  "People  would  send  us  flowers,  seat 
us  in  limousines  first,  and  take  us  out  to 
dinner.  The  double  standard  can  sometimes 
work  in  your  favor." 

All  this  work  culminated  in  the  somewhat 
less  arduous  work  of  serving  as  hostesses 
for  the  Inaugural  Ball.  Ms.  Tollis  and  Ms. 
Hellmuth  were  stationed  at  the  entrance  to  the 
Kennedy  Center  Ball  and  were  responsible 
for  guiding  the  expected  15,000  guests  to  the 
proper  places  — which  included  the  350- 
odd  boxes  which  had  been  purchased  for 
$1,000  apiece.  After  checking  everyone  in, 
they  were  on  their  own  to  wander  between 


ball  sites,  and  Barbara  even  managed  to 
wangle  a brief  twirl  with  President  Nixon 
himself.  They  were  both  able  to  talk  with 
Henry  Kissinger,  too,  as  well  as  with  Bob 
Hope,  Charlton  Heston,  Frank  Sinatra,  and 
other  Hollywood  personalities.  At  the 
Smithsonian  Ball,  Ms.  Tollis  saw  Hugh  O'Brien 
approaching  her  on  crutches  and  was  sur- 
prised to  see  him  put  them  aside  and  ask  her  to 
dance.  When  asked  about  the  crutches, 
O'Brien  replied,  "Oh,  1 only  use  those  to 
get  through  crowds." 

Patty  Hellmuth  is  now  back  at  Denison 
College  finishing  her  senior  year,  while 
Barbara  Tollis  is  completing  Wheaton,  with  a 
major  in  Urban  Studies.  Asked  if  she  plans 
further  political  activity,  Ms.  Tollis  replied, 

"1  don't  know.  There  was  a great  deal  of  red 
tape  and  logrolling  involved,  and  lots  of 
buck  passing."  She  thinks  she  might  like 
to  run  for  political  office  someday,  but  noted 
a bit  wistfully,  "Those  people  who  are  real 
political  animals  were  off  the  day  after  the 
inaugural  to  start  work  on  a campaign  in  New 
York.  This  is  a perpetual  thing  for  them,  and 
it's  not  unusual  to  find  23-year-olds  who 
have  been  active  in  politics  for  ten  or  twelve 
years  already."  Regardless  of  future  politics, 
though,  this  inaugural  experience  is  not 
likely  to  be  forgotten  soon  by  either  Barbara 
Tollis  or  Patty  Hellmuth.
